BRYAN IN NEW YORK CITY 


Democratic Doctrine Defended Before Three 


Large Audiences, Says No Honest Man 


; 
Need Fear Success of His Party 


' New York, Oct 17.—William J. Bryan 
ErriTed In this city yesterday afternoon. 
His reception was an emphatic ovation. 
As the train steamed into the annex of 
the Grand Central depot that part of th« 
Immense building was packed with a 
waiting muHuufc 
Mr. Bryau was ac- 


companied by Mayor Jo**a of Toledo, 
Koroma E. Mack, national committee- 
man from New York, and J. F. DahJman, 
national oommltteeman from Nebraska. 


He spoke at Cooper Union, at Tam- 


many Hall and made an open-air address 
In addition to hi* Madison Square Oar- 
den ipeeeb. 


Mr. Bryan began by referring to the 


vast audience before him, and »aid that 
It indicated an interest in the campaign 
which must be gratifying to all who 
realised the importance of the questions 
involved. H* immediately entered upon 
* defense of the Democratic cause, and 
•aid: 
"To say that the people gathered 


here who support our eauie are the 
•nemies of honest wealth la a Blander, 
•which oould not be uttered without the 
one who uttered it knew it to be false. 
?We are not oppeied to that wealth which 
«ornes a* the reward of honest toil, and is 
«njoyed by those who give society some- 
thing in return for that which society 
throws upon them." 


He went on. to cay that the Democratic 


party draw* the line between honest 
wealth and predatory wealth, "between 
the wealth which is a just compensation 
Her services rendered and that of wealth 
which simply measures the advantages 
•which some citizen* have taken over 
many citizen*." He said that no honest 
industry, no honest occupation, no hon- 
est man need Cear to* success of the 
Democratic party. 
"The Democratic 


party," he said, "showed its honesty by 
stating what it bdieved. and telling tht 
people what it will do." 


Taking up the Republican declaration 


«f principles, Mr. BrjaaJi said that that 
party is not prepared today to make a 
light on a question before the country, 
"and," he continued, "if you want pro&f 
let me remind you that the Republican 
party today, instead of presenting a. 
great principle and defending it, is pre- 
senting an appeal to every class of peo- 
ple supposed to be approachable in any 
direction." 


He then went on to enumerate the 


various classes to which he said the 
Republicans were making specious ap- 
peals, and he included in the list the 
farmer, the laborer, etc. 
Referring 


further to the Republican claim of pros- 
perity, Mr. Bryan claimed he was will- 
Ing to admit that the army contractors 
and the trust magnates might be pros- 
perous. 
"A man who gets special priv- 


ileges at the hands of the government 
can prosper under Republican admin- 
istration," h» said, "but I deny that the 
wealth producers of the country are en- 
Joying their share of the government's 
productions." 


Taking up the subject of trusts, Mr. 


Bryan declared that they had grown 
under this administration more rapidly 
than ever before, and he asserted that 
the Republicans refused to meet the is- 
sues they created. H* declared that ths 
••president spends more time warning you 
mot to hurt your good trusts than he 
dees telling you how to hurt the bad 
ei es." 
Mr. Bryan outlined hi* remedy 


for trusts, which he has frequently given 
In his former speeches. 


CHANG YEN BOON 


HAD GREAT INFLUENCE 


Foreigners in 
China Have 


Lost a Good Friend 


Washington, 
Oct. 17.—Confirmation 


has been received here of the execution 
on July 20 of Chang Yen Hoan, the former 
Chinese minister to the United States. 
Chang was a loyal adherent of the em- 
peror and a warm supporter of the lat- 
ter's reform movements. 
When the 


empress dowager supplanted the em- 
peror, two years ago, Chang was ban- 
ished to Nebradeo, but through the inter- 
vention of the American and British le- 
gations, his punishment was commuted 
to banishment in the distant province 
of Kashgaria. 


It now appears that the empress dow- 


ager, taking advantage of the late reign 
of terror at Pekin, and knowing Chang's 
influence with the emperor, ordered his 
execution by decapitation. 
Chang was 


considered by those familiar with Chi- 
nese affairs as one of the ablest if not the 
ablest, man in China, He had been dec- 
orated by the Queen of Great Britain 
and the emperors of Russia and Ger- 
many. 
Had his life been spared until 


the occupation of Pekin by the allies, he 
doubtless would have been recalled and 
have taken an active part in the pend- 
ing negotiations and future government 
of China. 


TROUBLE BRESKS (TOT AT CLtNTDTT. 


Mr. Bryan then turned his attention 


to the increases of the standing army, 
land when he asked if we should have a 
•landing army in the United States there 
•were .several answers of "No," "No," 
In the audience. 
He declared that the 


president bad made his request for an 
Increase of the standing army from 25,- 
•00 to 100,000 two months before the war 
broke out in the Philippine islands. 
"'Was It because," he asked, "they knew 
there was to be war? 
Was is becausa 


they knew imperialism and war, and 
bloodshed, or did they want the army 
[whether they had war or not?" 


He declared that Republicans desired 


the standing army for both foreign and 
domestic reasons. 
"I believe/' he said, 


repeating previous utterances, "that one 
*f the reasons why they want a large 
army Is to build a fort in every large city 
and use the army to suppress by force 
that discontent that ought to be cured 
by legislation." 


Mr. Bryan referred to the Porto Rican 


legislation of the last session of con- 
frrtss, and declared that this legislation 
was based upon European ideas and not 
upon American principles. 
According 


to that document, he sals, a president 18 
frlgger than the constitution, 
then," Mr. Bryan exclaimed, "beware, 
jny friends, of a president, when he be- 
comes greater than the constitution.

Clinton, Mass., Oct. 17.—The Wachu- 


Bett reservoir contractors have appealed 
to the police for protection for their 
workmen. 
When they make an at- 


tempt to begin operations, Chief of Po- 
lice Bates will have 16 officers on the 
site of the excavation for the spur rail- 
road track, near South Clinton, where 
an attack on the Hungarians occurred 
yesterday, and if they are not success- 
ful in maintaining order, a special force 
of 30 officers will be called upon. 


There was a march along the reservoir 


yesterday by over 200 of the striking 
workmen of McArthur Bros.., Winston & 
Locker, who attacked 45 Hungarians, im- 
ported by the contractors to take their 
places. 
The affair resulted in several 


cut and bruised heads and a complete 
stoppage of all work in this section. 


The Hungarians were imported, and 


they started to work yesterday. Two 
hundred of the strikers, armed with 
sticks and stones, formed a line of march 
at the dam site and travelled over a mile 
and a half to the spot where the Hun- 
garians had commenced operations. 
They called upon them to quit work, and 
several ran away through fear. 
The 


others, however, refused to drop their 
tools, and it was but a- moment before 
stones, sticks and small tools were being 
used with good effect upon them. The 
attack of the strikers was returned in 
kind, and a fierce battle ensued and con- 
tinued for some minutes, when the Hun- 
garians broke away and fled to a point 
of safety. 
Several of them were hurt 


by the flying missiles. 


The strikers then returned to the da.ni 


site in a body, and were met by a num- 
ber of policemen, who had been sum- 
moned to protect the Hungarians. 
The 


marchers were very orderly on the way 
back, and no arrests were made. 
The 


contractors decided to attempt no more 
work for the present, but claim that the 
trouble will be settled in a day or two 
and that they will not concede any of the 
Striking workmen's demands.

Captain Shields and his com- 
mand were delivered by the rebels to 
General Hare last Sunday at Buena 
Vista, on the Marinduque coast. 


Captain Shields and hla party, while 


operating north of Torrijos, were taken 
tn ambush in the steep hills. 
They at- 


tempted to cut thejr way to the coast, 
but became subjected to the enemy's 
four-sided fire, Captain Shields being 
ahot. twice and badly wounded. 


After four had been killed and five 


wounded, being out of ammunition, ths 
command surrendered, through a mis- 
understanding, to 25 insurgent riflemen 
and 1000 bolomen. 


On this news reaching Manila two com- 


par.fss of the Thirty-eighth volunteer In- 
fantry, under Colonel George Sanderson, 
Were immediately sent to Marinduo.ue. 
This force was followed by eight com- 
panies of the First infantry, under Gen- 
eral Hare.

seeds with a sharp pointt, beang careful 
to remove every one. 
Put in small glass 


jars, aboutt ttM> diameter of a lemon, 
•with tiny red peppers, whole mustard 
and mixed spices, cover with cold vine- 
gar, seal tight, and tet stand at least a 
•week before using. 
A number of jars 


may be made at once as they will keep 
w«ll. Nice for garnishing.

Mix all well together with two 
eggs well beatben into a, very thick paste. 
Form It into balls, egg and bread crumb 
them, fry to a nice brown and serve with 
brown gravy.

and Why Some Famous Authors 


Evolved Titles For Their Work*. 
Some Quaint Titles of Ancient 
Studies anil Romances. 
The effect which a taking title may or 


may not ha-ve on the fortunes of a book 
is an open question. When books are 
spokea of in this connection, it is Hbually 
fiction that is in the speaker'"! thoughts. 
There is liMlo need or excuse in the 
fields of history and biography, topogra- 
phy, theology ttnd science for the use ol 
other than perfectly plain, straightfor- 
ward titles. In the domain of the essay 
fancy has more scope, and here some 
•writers hav*a been hnppiiy inspired. 


But, after all, it is in regard to Sction 


that the question of titles becomes of 
most importance. Some great novelists 
have taken but little trouble in the mat- 
ter. '-'Waverley," "Jane Eyre," "Nicho- 
las Nickieby.," "Middlemarch," "Tom 
JOUPS" — to name a few examples at ran- 
dom — offer no special attraction ts eatch 
the attention of possible readers. None 
of Thackeray's or Dickens' titles are of 
an alluring or particularly suggestive 
turn, save perhaps "Vanity Fair," "The 
Mystery of Edwin Drood" and "A Tale 
of Two Cities." 
Some other nuveiiits 


have devoted special care and t height to 
the invention of attractive titles. Wilkie 
Collins was much exercised about the j 
naming of 'the book known to fame as , 
"The "Woman In White." The story waa | 
finished and part of it was already in 
type for serial publication in All the Tear 
Bound before a name bad been found. 


"Literally at the eleventh hoar," said 


Collins himself 
long 
afterward, 
"I 


thought of 'The Woman In White.' In. 
various quarters this was declared to be 
a vile melodramatic title that would ruin 
the book. Among the very few friends 
who encouraged me the first and fore- 
most was Charles Diekens. 'Are you, 
too, disappointed?' I said to him. 'Noth- 
ing of the sort, Wilkie! A better title 
thefe cangat be* " — a verdict which the 
reading public was not slow to indorse. 
"No Thoroughfare," the title of the story 
written in collaboration by Dickens and j 
Collins, was another happy inspiration. 
Collins carefully studied effectiveness in 
most of the titles of his novels. "No 
Name," "After Dark," "Miss or Mrs.?" 
"The Haunted Hotel" a»d the like have 
all proved alluring enough to hesitating 
readers. 
• 


George Eliot's titles are mostly of tha 


straightforward, pedestrian order, but 
ehe ia said to have had great trouble iu 
fixing on one tor the book which tells the 
history ot Maggie Ttilliver, Stephen 
Gnest and Philip Waken. > "The Tulli- 
vers" and various others were suggested 
before it was finally decided to call the 
book by the not very happy title of "The 
Mill on the Floss." Hawthorne, with 
bis natural instinct for tbe picturesque 
and the suggestive, found titles which 
were not only attractive, but full of sug- 
gestion, Wliat. could be better than "The 
Scarlet Letter," "The House of the Sev- 
en Gables" and "The Marble Faun?" 


Ot recent years novelists kave vied 


with one another in the invention ot far- 
fetched names, intended to be arresting 
and enticing, but which are often mere- 
ly "conceited," in the old sense of the 
word, and strained. But for titles which 
are full of quaint conceits we must go 
back to the earlier days of our literature. 
Grammar is not precisely an inviting 
study, though in the "Diversions of Pur- 
ley" it became almost attractive; but 
Home Tooke's absurd title is altogether 
put in the shade by a sixteenth century 
Latin grammar, which had for a sub- 
title the follpvring honeyed description: 
*'A delysious Syrape newly Claryfied for 
Teunge Scholars yt thurste for the Swets 
Lycore of Latin Spechs." We wonder 
whether this highly sugared pill deceived 
a single one of the urcfeins for whom it 
was so carefully prepared. 


For titles of the fanciful kind the Puri- 


tan writers distance all competitors. In 
their hands allusion and metaphor often 
become simply grotesque. Here are a 
tew titles of theological pamphlets and 
books: "A Most Delectable Sweet Per- 
fumed Nosegay For God's Saints to 
Smell At," a pamphlet issued in 1GS6; 
"The Snuffers of Divine Love," "Heel 
Pieces For Limping Sinners," "The Spir- 
itual Mnstard Pot to Make the Soul 
Sneeze With Devotion," and so forth. 
Devotion is hardly the feeling which 
seems most likely to be inspired by the 
perusal of such absurdities. But the 
Puritans in the adopt'?" n* thp<ip hish 
flown and grotesque phrases simply aped 
the ways of more secular writers of the 
time. 


The romancers of Elizabethan days rev- 


eled In fantastic titles, which were doubt- 
less enticing enough to the limited read- 
Ing public of that day. Painter's "-Palace 
ot Pleasure" is a type ot many book ti- 
tles similarly constructed. The euphnis- 
tic scboel of coarse let their fancy ran 
riot in tbe Invention of strange names tor 
the tedious romances In which they dis- 
coursed ot strange birds and beasts and 
plants. Greene's "Philomela; the Lady 
FitzWater** Nightingale," and "Moran- 
do; or, The Tritamertm of Love," sound 
much more attractive than any modern 
reader could .possibly find tbem to be, 


Fashions in names have changed, but 


the object aimed at remains the same. 
The modern novelist invents a tarfe*chcd 
or a startling title in the Hope of stimu- 
lating curiosity and alluring readers and 
buyers, Just in the same way that his 
predecessors of three ccntnrifs sso ^trpve 
to hoodwink the reading publi« ot thnt 
day.— London Globe.

His opportu- 
nity is great, in these days oK pulpit 
sensationalism and vacuity, «n»d It Is 
to be hoped that bis purpose i»i wis- 
dom are somewhat equal to -the op- 
portunity.

That might be adopted as the for- 


mula of social evolution, and ta-r sur- 
paasinlg that of Kidd whose thinking 
has been given a foremost pla-ce. Kidd 
practically 
annihilates 
reason and 


holds us up to ourselves as je rsooos ir- 
rationally surrendering ourse-lvea be- 
cause of the fund of ultruismcireatedby 
religion. Kidd is con-ect regarding the 
value of the altruistic quantity, but 
his teaching is riot true and ivlholejorne 
when it practically informs nw that we 
have become religious and Uawe ceased 
to be rational, and that our s-ocial ad- 
vancement is along the liieis of the 
forces of religion with reason left out. 
Reason is a quality older, or Jiust as old, 
as religion and it carinot be itrue that 
it has become subordinated.. Neither 
can it be true that we are now Jekyl, 
now Hyde in our evolution, a seasoning 
being for this moment, a religious one 
for the next moment. 


The truth must lie irn a fu.ll and com- 


plete reconciliation and harmonizing1 of 
religion and reason ,or else there is a 
false note in the grand sehem»e, ag-ainst 
which hypothesis the whole -weight of 
modern thinfeing is moviajg. So it 
must be that the "two great forces in 
the development of human Institutions 
are 
rational inquiry and religious 


imagination," 
the 
"imagination" 


showinlg a way that the "inquiry" can 
adopt and endorse as the o-ie on which 
we may go forward.

The democrats of Cape Asm opened

The cable news from Peking has 


contained vague references at various 
times to a controversy that arose be- 
tween the Americans and Russian* at 
the time of the capture of the Forbid- 
den City. The New York Journal is 
able to give the first details of the 
trouble in the following letter from 
Corporal Joseph Hunt of Reflly's bat- 
tery, who participated In the incident 
The facts show the situation threaten- 
ed to become serious at one time, and 
might bare resulted In strife between 
the soldiers of the two nations but for 
the calm bravery of gallant Captain 
Reilly, who was shortly afterward kill- 
ed beside one of his guns. 


From farofl Peking to a humble 


home in Brooklyn comes a simple sol- 
dier's letter, telling of the glorious 
part played by the American troops In 
the reliant rescue of the whites and 
Japanese shut in by the Chinese devils, 
•who were intent on butchering them. 
Corporal Joseph Hunt is tbe writer. 
He is one of the petty officers of the 
famous Fifth artillery, whose guns 
opened the gates of the Imperial City- 
one after another for the troops to en- 
ter and which even unlocked the gates 
of the Forbidden City, in spite of Rus- 
sian interference, by their precise and 
splendid gunnery. After telling briefly, 
of the uncomfortable trip from Manila 
on aft English freight steamer, Flint- 
shire, timed into a troopship, and of 
the laborious landing of the guns and 
Impedimenta by means of a lighter, 
the transport being a deep water vessel 
and unable to come nearer than eight 
miles from the shore, the corporal's 
Btory goes on: 


"We got to Tien-tsin in time to take 


our place, 185 men strong, in tbe col- 
umn that advanced nest day from that 
place for the relief of the foreigners at f 
the mercy of the Boxers in Peking. We ' 
marched out of Tien-tsiu, Battery F ot i 
the Fifth artillery; one regiment of itt» 
fantry, tiie Fourteenth; two battalions 
of the Ninth infantry and one battalion ' 
of marines. These were all' the Amer- j 
leans that took part in the advance on 
Peking except one troop of the Sixth 
cavalry that joined us two days before 1 
we entered Peking. We got on the fir- 
ing line the first night about 9 p. m, 
and got up next morning at 2. At 4 tbe 
ball opened, and talk about a grand 
sight! In one sense of the word it was 
grand, but, then, you can imagine the 
horrors of a war in which the black 
flag was carried on both sides, which 
means that no quarter is asked or 
given." 


Dark meanings behind these words, 


but when one is in the profession of 
killing and not writing one does not 
dwell on the horrors of tbe business. 


"We Americans," continued the cor- 


poral, "were held in reserve all day un- 
til about noon, when we were sent to 
tae left to flank the enemy, which had 
retreated from a town about four miles 
outside of Tien-tBin. We could not get 
up with tbe enemy on our side, so we 
camped for the night about eight miles 
from our starting point Next day we 
started and crossed a little river and 
took the right of the advance, with the 
English as our support, with tbe Rus- 
sians in the center and the Japanese on 
tbe left We had to cross a plain about 
six miles long, but could not get sight 
of the enemy until we crossed the rail- 
road track, which was the horizon 
when we first struck the plain. 


"Our 
battery was the first to cross. 


It took up position in battery front, 
facing the enemy, which bad not open- 
ed up to general as yet 
Then the 


Ninth infantry and marines went to 
our right, and the Fourteenth kept to 
the left of the railroad, and the Bengal 
lancers went to our extreme rlgbt as 
flankers. We then pushed ahead amid 
a perfect shower of shell, shrapnel and 
fire, and I am sure our little bunch of 
Americans distinguished themselves 
gloriously. I know from officers of 
other nationalities that came to con- 
gratulate us afterward that there were 
no other soldiers so much admired for 
pluck and endurance and capability as 
the 'Yanks.' Alter that fight we did 
not have any more worth mentioning 
until we got in sight of Peking, bat the 
hardships of our inarch and the diffi- 
culties vre had to cope with were some- 
thing terrible. 


"We came in sight of Peking on the. 


13th and started to bombard tbe city 
on the 14th at 2,000 yards range. I 
fired nine shells from my gun, which 
was No. 2, every one of whicl. took -it- 
fect, then limbered up and went 1,000 
yards ahead and fired six shots toward 
«ur left flank and silenced the enemy, 
who were trying to harass our left. By 
that time we saw the American flag 
floating from tbe outer wall of tbe city, 
which told us that the Fourteenth in- 
fantry bad taken it and effected an en- 
trance. We then marched in, only to 
find the Russians huddled in the en- 
trance with four fieldpleces, afraid to 
go any farther because a few sharp- 
shooters left by tbe enemy kept pick- 


"CaptiUn Reilly saw how tbe land 


lay and gave the order to advance. 
Wo crushed through the frightened 
Russians without much ceremony sod 
opened fire ou the sharpshooters first 
with one gun and then with three more. 
My guu, which was then tbe first of 
the left piaiuun. crossed a bridge at a 
gnllop. The t [her two went through an 
alley to Uccp the i'm-my engaged and 


RT*e us a chance to croaa without too 
much punie taient Still they raked 
the bridge pretty hot while we were 
crossing, a situation tar from pleas- 
ant 


"We then went aruauu to the right 


and opened on the enemy's flank and 
eilenced that part of tbe wall in short 
order. When we came to an opening 
about 40 yards wide and only 400 yards 
from the wnll, which was lined with 
Chlnr"o, wr> bnd to orons In the faos 
of a galling tire, aud Ojfetqt* 


tewrtrtt the dust. I, with my fnn, wit 
•ocafta to flearti* the wall in front 
to give the main column a cktnce to 


ns up. it was » rery tfckttsb 


BtosttfckUafa I bad evs* tac- 


kled, M I bad to go out Into the open 
with a pteoe of aittUery. rlfbt In front 
of tbetr COM, aM eo«ac* the enemy 
wUle all their fls* was concentrated 
on m* and my cww. But, like a true 
Ameriaaa, I went svad kept patting 
sero shrapnat Into then until, like the 
opium the rascals use, I made them 
nks It and pvttben to sleep. 


"We then made a detour te our left, 


bringing ns in front of the main fate 
to the Imperial City and In sight of the 
British legstton. The American ma- 
rines captured tbe first gate In front of 
us, leading to tbe Imperial City, that 
morning. We marched up to tbe gate 
with our flag, and the marines inside, 
when they saw It waving, hoisted 
tbeirs, and che*p after cheer broke 
from both them and us. It was the 
happiest moment of my life. They 
knew, these brave defenders, tbat they 
were saved, and we knew tbat our mis- 
sion was virtually accomplished and 
that our hardships were not suffered 
In vatn. 


"How many men were mitre on tbat 


wall of terror? We bad no means of 
knowing. It might be tbat a large pro- 
portion of the force Burrlfed. It might 
be tbat only tbe two men necessary 
to bold tbe flag aloft were living. We 
could not tt!l until later, but tbe sigh* 
of tbe stars and stripes nerved every 
man to do bis full meed of duty, and 
If some of the boys ehed tears at sight 
of the tattered flag, riddled with Chi- 
nese bullets, it was not because their, 
hearts were timid or their courage 
shaken. 


"We went at the Imperial gate like 


tigers. It seemed as If our gunners 
possessed second sight Their aim was 
so true tbat every snot told, and tbe 
enemy were mowed down in great 
numbers. We effected an entrance in 
short order, and when we dashed up to 
the gate the Chinese fled through the 
nest gate in a way which showed that 
they did not like the medicine. 
We 


put one shrapnel through the next gate 
for luck and then waited until our 
forces Joined us before going any fur- 
ther. 


"Meanwhile our general and captain 


had reported to the American minister 
and come back to tbe gate with the 
intention of forcing it and taking tbe 
Imperial City that night I got the 
command to go into action from my 
captain, which I obeyed, but the Rus- 
sian general objected. He had follow- 
ed ue up while our officers were report. 
ing to the minister, and coming In be 
raised his flag and claimed that we 
were on Russian property. 
He also 


claimed that he took tbe gates leading 
to It, and although there were two 
members of the Russian embassy who 
saw us when we took the gates and 
who congratulated us on being the first 
soldiers of any nation to enter the 
gates to their relief, not one of them 
came forward to give credit where it 
was due. 


"One 
of the Russian officers called 


out, 'Russia, Russia, Russlar at which 
all the Russians Bned up In front of 
our gun with fixed bayonets. The offi- 
cer then took the Russian flag and, 
holding it in bis hand, put bis breast in 
front of tiie muzzle of our gun and, I 
suppose, dared us to fire. 


"Captain Rellly faced him calmly. 


There was a smile on bis face, but it 
was a niigbty scornful one. 
" 'I have no Intention of firing with- 


out the order,' he says, *but there is 
one thing that you and the whole army 
cannot do, and tbat is to make me 
move this gun one inch to tbe rear un- 
til I get orders from my commanding 
officer. Do not think that I have only 
one gun and eight infantry behind me? 
I have the whole United States back 
of roc.' 


"Then our general came up with the 


Russian and American ministers and 
heard both sides of the question, after 
which it was decided to the satisfac- 
tion of all but tbe Russians that we 
were the first on the ground, that we 
captured two gates and that it was our 
gun which threw a shrapnel through 
the third one. 


"In the battle next day, which lasted 


eight hours of hard fighting, wltb light 
before and after the real battle began, 
we took three more gates and came to 
tbe last gate leading to the Forbidden 
City, which for some reason the foreign 
ministers and diplomats did not want 
taken. A short time before the hard 
fighting was over we lost our brave 
captain. He fell within two feet of me 
as I was aiming my gun, and he was 
directing me. His daatb, was a nnbie 
one. 
He was standing alongside of bis 


general directing the fire of his battery; 
but, like all true soldiers, he would ex- 
pose himself as an example to the men. 
We buried aim next day at the English 
legation."

NAVIGATING UPPER 


Some Facts About the Balloon- 


ing Fad In France. 


LOUIS GODAEDtt HOVEL 80HEME.

Ballooning *hns become a fad In 


France, where it has always been In 
great favor, aud the International con- 
gress of aeronauts hns recommended 
tlie issuing of certificates of competen- 
cy to all persons before they are per- 
mitted to make ascensions, writes M. 
L. Raync in the Chicago Times-Herald. 
From being a highly Important scieu- 
tlflc pastime the balloon ascension has 
become a fashionable function, and 
wealthy Parisians conduct parties of 
visitors through tue air by aerial navi- 
gation as an after dinnei: amusement. 
Women manage these pleasure bal- 
loons, and -within recent date 40 fair 
Parisiennes have applied for certifi- 
cates after a course of lessons. Louis 
Godard, the son of the aeronaut who 
became famous during the siege of 
Paris, Is building some educational bal- 
loons, and the novelty, of schoolrooms 
in the air will soon attract attention, 
the scheme being to give practical lea- 
sons to the students by dally ascen- 
sions. A fee of $200 is mentioned as 
preliminary to the tuition. 


Women in France are fond of aerial 


travel Many years ago a noted aero- 
naut suggested: 


"If you wish ballooning to become 


popular in* France, begin by taking up 
the women. Men -will be sure to fol- 
low." 


Indeed the first woman to make a 


balloon ascension was Mme. Tbible, a 
Frenchwoman, and her example was 
soon followed by others. And the first 
woman to meet death in a balloon was 
also a Frenchwoman, Mme. Blanchard. 


It would seem as if the time bad 


come when it must be decided whether 
the balloon Is to be a sensational toy 
or a practical navigator of the upper 
air for scientific service. So far It Is 
incapable of sailing from one point to 
another in a direct line and under con- 
troL It Is still a monster of the sky, 
to be gazed at with apprehensive eyes, 
but little more than a century has 
passed since its inception. 
"When Lu- 


nardi made his first ascension in Eng- 
land, 200,000 spectators watched him, 
and when in passing over London he 
dropped an oar from his aerial ship a 
young woman— who believed it was 
Lunardl himself falHng— died of fright. 


Lunardl in giving an account of his 


sensations declared that fear was not 
among them. 
He was enthusiastic 


over the magnificence of the venture. 
The motion of the balloon among the 
islands of the sky he described as pro- 
ducing an ecstasy, there being no re- 
sistance or restraint, so that it was 
easier and more delightful than the 
broomstick feat of witches, Ariosto's 
flying horse or Milton's sunbeam carry- 
ing the angel to earth. 


Camille Flaiamarion treats the bal- 


loon with the tender sentiment of a 
lover and has the aeronaut talk to it as 
the Arab does to his rose. He is an 
enthusiast on the subject, but so are 
all lovers of sky navigation, and In 
many cases the enthusiasm borders on 
lunacy, and the voyagers of the air 
give no thought to the terrible form of 
danger which must be encountered. 
That a man should be willing to throw 
away his life in the cause of science 
or humanity we can readily under- 
stand, but that he should sacrifice it for 
the gaping crowd of a county fair, for 
a few doHars and a cheap heroism 
seems Incredible. 


Every autumn at the time of the 


county fair or the street harvest festi- 
val the announcement is made in the 
newspapers In big headlines, "Fatal 
Fall of an Aeronaut." One such notice 
during September adds piquancy to its 
statement by a closing tw« line men- 
tion that the young man was the 
fourth brother to fall from a balloon 
and meet his death. He was not, as in 
gladiator days, "butchered to make a 
Roman holiday." He was only aUowe« 
to kill him<»lf legally for the amuse- 
ment of the American people. 


That the art of ballooning ie in Its In- 


fancy is easily understood. Electricity 
may Increase Its value, but there must 
be a departure from old methods and a 
(substitution of new ones, aided by me- 
chanical inventions, before much of im- 
portance can be accomplished. If the 
balloon in which the polar aeronaut 
Andree went out on that voyage of dls- 
covtry from which it never returned 
had been attended by a fleet of bal- 
loons, instead of a solitary voyager, we 
might have learned ere this some frag- 
ment ot its fate. The young Italian, 
Duke of Abruzzi, has demonstrated the 
feasibility of such a plan with an or- 
ganized and well equipped expedition 
and the establishment of relay stations. 
Recent contests in Paris between rac- 
ing balloons show that airships can 
travel faster than trains, and the new- 
ly awakened interest in the achieve- 
ments in this line are likely to lead to 
results of practical value. It may taka 
a few more generations of study la 
acrostics, but tne time Is coming when 
the laws of gravitation will be sub- 
served to the best interests of man, 
and across th« highway of the sky will 
bo seen th" "pootfir-lp, bullonnn "thnt 
pass In the night and speak each other 
In passing."

He claimed that all his stock had been 
blessed by a holy man and that each 
and every article was a charm. The 
native soldier Is full of superstition, 
and the English soldier in India at 
least hopes for good luck. Together 
they always buy liberally of these 
peddlers. There were charms against 
death, wounds, sickness, loss and what 
not, and the very cheapest and poorest 
was a guarantee that its possessor 
would never be struck by lightning. 
The man had been selling his goods 
for an hour or BO when a dispute arose

between him and an English FoMl 
and be was ordered off the grounds. As 
ho stopped to argue the matter he was 
run into the guardhouse to give him n 
lesson. The prison held four or five 
soldiers at the time, but Chilka sat 
down in a corner and refused to notic 
any of them. They turned from hiu. 
to their cards, but after half an hou: 
suddenly saw that he was missing 
There was but one window, and tha: 
was barred. There was but one dooi 
and that had. not been opened. Tin 
alarm was given, and an officer carm 
In to investigate. It was little be couk. 
discover. The peddler had vanished 
and yet had he been a cockroach then 
was no crevice he could have used tc 
escape. 
The door had been locked 


with a sentry on the outside, and the 
window bad not been tampered with. 


When the officer made his report he 


was reprimanded. To square himself 
he fell back on tiie soldier prisoners 
Before the affair ended a good many 
officers were fcndly mixed up. It couki 
not be disputed that Chilka had been 
locked up. It could not be disputed tha i 
he had vanished soon after. 
No one 


could say how he had gone, and thai 
was the stick of It. To say that ho 
had melted into a shadow and floated 
through the keyhole was ridiculing tin' 
matter. 
He was finally reported as 


having escaped, and It was generally 
believed that the other prisoners had 
eomehow aided him. Next day the 
Hindoo was arrested in the city for 
having passed a bogus coin and was 
taken to the city jail to await trial 
When Imprisoned in the guardhouse 
at the cantonment, nothing was taken 
away from him. When taken to the 
city jail, he was carefully searched and 
his pockets emptied. Aside from the 
fetiches I have mentioned, he had with 
him a flat stone about the size of an 
American silver dollar. The color was 
pale pink, and it was framed in silver 
and worn around his neck. This stone 
lie had not shown to the soldiers, but 
I he prisoners In the guardhouse re- 
membered his having It In his hands 
and gazing at it intently as he sat by 
himself. He begged hard to be per- 
mitted to retain this charm, but it wns 
taken away with the other articles. 


Chilka remained in Jail overnight 


and was then brought into court for 
examination. He denied knowing that 
the coin was worthless, but as several 
others like it were found in his pockets 
he was.remanded to Jail to await trial. 
He asked for the pink stone, explaln- 
fng that it'wn* * ohurm nornlnit f*ver. 
nnd it was given him. The story of 
the man's escape from the guardhouse 
Had reached the jailer, and though he 
laughed at it he at the same time 
locked the prisoner up in a cell by him- 
self. When his supppr was carried In, 
the Hindoo was staring at the stone. 
Two hours later he was missing from 
the opll. 't w""1 "n nttrrlv impossible 
for the man to have left the prison 
that the officials stood confounded. 


Search was made for hours, and then 


the watchman in that corridor was put 
under arrest. It was assertetl that un- 
less he had unlocked the cell and two 
corridor doors Chilka could not have 
escaped. He made an indignant denial, 
and the singular Incident was the talk 
of the town anil was published In the 
Newspapers. 
The affair would have 


died out In a w«ek but for the recap- 
ture of the Hindoo two or three days 
lutpr.

would inukc no ex pin nation*. He WAS 
offered a stun of money and his free- 
dom If lie would betray the guard, but 
lie was silent. No importance was at- 
tached to the pink stone, but it was 
taken away from bira when he was 
locked up. 


For two days the man was quiet and 


sullen. Then he began tc shout and 
scream and rave, and to quiet him the 
stone was restored. An ROOD as it was 
placed in his hands the fellow was Ilka 
a lamb. 
It was given him about 3 


o'clock In the afternoon. The corridor 
In which he was confined contained 
eight cells, and In each cell except hia 
there were two prisoners. There was 
a barred window at one end of the 
corridor and an iron door at the other. 
A guard sat at this door and had con- j 
trol of the lever unlocking all the cells., 
He was own brother to the sheriff, and 
• 


his integrity could not be Impugned.' 
His orders were to look Into Cbllka'i 
cell every hour, aud at 4 o'clock he , 
looked in nnrt found the man apparent- i 
ly asleep. At f> o'clock he looked In, to 
find the cell empty. There had been 
no movement to alarm him, and the' 
other prisoners had heard nothing. 
Before unlocking the cell the guard 
called in the jailer, and never was offi- 
cial BO dumfounded. The Hindoo had 
vanished. But how could he hare gone 
In the flesh? There was the guard and 
there "were 14 prisoners to back him 
up, and, though the jailer was a hard 
headed man, he was forced to believe 
In the supernatural. 


This third queer escape caused no end 


of talk. Europeans who reside in India 
see so many strange things that they 
become tainted with superstition. There 
were a few who shook their beads and 
hinted that the jailer knew more than 
he dared tell, meaning that Chilka had 
dealt with him, but the great major-1 
Ity put it down that the pink ston« j 
was the fetich which had caused all : 
the trouble. 
In order to clear them- 


selves of ridicule the officials deter- 
mined that Chilka should be recap* 
tured at any cost, and messengers wer< 
sent in every direction, and a large re- 
ward was offered. In about ten days h« 
was found 100 miles away. The first 
move of hi* captors was to take the 
pink stone away from him. He wai 
brought back to Haidarabad and jailed, 
and he was offered various sums of 
money If he would give np the secret 
of his escape. Not a word of explana- 
tion would he make, and for four days 
he refused to eat or drink. He begged 
for the pink stone, and It was finally 
decided to give It to him. The stone 
had been taken to lapidaries and jew- 
elers, but no one had been able to give 
It a name or to recall having ever seen 
one like it. 


When the charm was turned over t« 


Chilka, he wept for joy and called foi 
food. He was now taken to a corrldoi 
in which were four cells and all empty. 
The only window vras boarded up, two 
jrrnrds were stationed at the door, 
and a call esch siUe of the Hindoo was 
occupied by a guard. The jailer him- 
self was the guard on the inner sidfl 
of the door. The charm was passed 
over to Chilka just at supper time. H« 
ate his food and lay down on the straw 
as if to sleep. At a quarter past 6 th« 
jailer loo'.-ort Icto the cell, and the man 
was there. f.'o at half past and a quar- 
ter to 7. At 7 o'clock ho was gone. 
Smile if yon will, but the Hindoo bad 
taken his departure out of an Iron 
cell, with four guards at hand, and 
not the slis'atest trace of him could b« 
found. 
The guards in the cells had 


heard no move on his part. His cell 
door remained locked, 
the impress of his form on the straw 
You can't say those four men were"] 
fools. You can't deny in the face of all 
the talk and newspaper articles and 
affidavits th.it he vanished on the dif- 
ferent occasions as I have related. In- 
deed, the pubiic investigations called 
out doctor*, guards, soldiers and at- 
torneys, and they were not men who 
conld he ridiculed. Chilka simply van- 
ished as a spirit. The stone was th« 
charm which accomplished it He was 
never found after his last escape. Th« 
authorities didn't want to find him. 
He was not only a spirit of evil, bnl 
his escapes had a bad moral influenci 
on the Hindoo community. You maj 
turn and twist the matter as yon will, 
but you can't get over facts, and the 
main fact in the case was that the 
fellow could dissolve his earthly bodj 
into nothingness.

Real demcratic weathet tried hard 


to interfere with the republican rally 
in Odd Fellows' ha'.l last evening, but 
ran up against the ?a:-.-ie solid front of 
republicanism that Bryan is putting* 
himself next to, ar.d made little im- 
pression. The hall was filled, nearly 
every seat in the hall being taken, 
and a number standing through the 
evening. If the weatnei had been at 
all appropriate, it is safe to say that 
the hall would have been far too'small 
to hold the crowd. The rally, was 
nominally under the auspices of wards 
2, 3 and 6, but all voters were wel- 
comed, and Chairman Flood of the city 
committee was the one to start the 
meeting, so that it was in fact a gen- 
eral republican rally. 


There was disappointment in the 


failure of one of the speakers an- 
nouncd, H. F. Hulburt, 
to 
arrive, 


on account of business engagements at 
the last minute, but General Lee Fair- 
child of California was on hand, and 
filled up the evening- is a way that 
made the audience quite willing to 
let him have all the time allotted for 
two. 


General Fairchlld is a« unusual troli- 


tical speaker,' being almost a profes- 
sional humorist, and giving to every- 
thing he said a point and touch of wit 
that kept the audience in. lausrhter 
through almost the entire evening. He 
has an odd way of adding his jokes 
to remarks apparently quite serious, 
and his manner followed very closely 
that of Artemus Ward and of his fol- 
lower, Bill Nye. 


Seats on the stage had been reserved 


for the glee club and two marching 
clubs, but the latter were kept away 
by the rain, and there were therefore 
comparatively few on the platform. 


The meeting was called to order soon 


after 8 o'clock by N. B. Flood, who 
called on the Blackinton glee club for 
2, song, which was encored. He then 
introduced O. A, Archer as chairman 
of the evening. Mr. Archer spoke brief- 
ly, saying that he felt like the old wo- 
man who was always making excuses, 
and when she had company on a rainy 
day said, "I'm ashamed of the weath- 
er'" Sixty years ago, he said, saw the 
hottest campaign in the history of 
the country, that of Tipecanoe and Ty- 
ler too. This was the first campaign 
in which Mr. Archer took ah Interest 
and since that time he had always been 
a whig or a republican, affiliating him- 
se'f with the latter party when it was 
organized.

dividual that practices the anti-com- 
bination theory to its consistent and 
full measure is the hermit. And the 
hermit is but a pious "scab." He is 
against the union of souls. 


The greatest trust of all is the muscle 


trust, called the Knights of Labor, and 
this is a good trust. 
The republican 


party stands upon this ground—that 
both capital and labor ought to com- 
bine for the mutual benefit of both. 
That from the union of both, organized 
capital and organized labor, there shall 
be born a giant strength and a mater- 
ial wealth such as the world has never 
seen. 


Do you wish to trade the automobile 


for the whelbarrow? Would you like 
to swap our railroads, the fruits of 
combination, for the OT wagon? Would 
you take the mighty ropes that sustain 
Brooklyn bridge whose strength lies in 
their strands and uncombinlng them, 
make them over into single strands 
and rob that mighty structure of Its 
safety?

How it Will be Ctrtd for at Niw Milk 


Dipot, Land Btught Today 


The deal was closed this morning by 


which the North Adams milk company, 
which is to start a centi-ai milk depot, 
secured of J. 0. Goodrich land for the 
building to the north of West Main 
street, between the railroad tracks and 
the street, and near the fair grounds. 
As reported yesterday, the erection of 
the depot will begin -within a short 
time, and it is the plan to have the 
business tn operation by January 1. 
The system which will be used In. hand- 
ling the milk will be ismilar to that 
in use in other cities andL a brief de- 
scription of it will be of interest, in 
connection with an account of 
the 


building, plans for which have been 
drawn by Lapointe and Bond. 


The building will be 98 by 46 feet in 


size, with an addition for the engines, 


ilcis, etc. On one enU will be a broad 


receiving platform to which the milk 
wiil be brought from the farms. From 
the cans the milk will be turned into a 
receiving- tank, and the cans will then 
be cleansed. Forty quart cans will be 
used, and these will first go to the 
power washing machinle, where two 
crubbing brushes fitting the inside 
and outside of the can, will fit closely 
about it, scrubbing thoroughly both in- 
side and outside. The can will then be 
placed over a jet of water, for rinteing, 
and then over a jet of live eteam for 
sterilizing. From there they will be 
taken back through another door to the 
receiving platform, and be returned to 
the farmers. 


Tho milk, from the receiving tank, 


will flow down into the clarifying ma- 
chines, where by centrifugal force, the 
dirt anld foreign substances which are 
found even in the cleanest of milk, will 
be removed. From there 
the 
milk 


passes into the 
Pasteurizing vat, 


where by means of hot water the milk 
is brought to a temperature of 140 
degrees-, and kept there for 20 minutes. 
In this way, according to Pasteur, fully 
99 per cent, or practically all, disease 
germs will be killed. Cold wateris then 
introduced in place of hot, anld the milk 
is quickly co'oled to a temperature of 
40 degrees. 


It will then be passed to the bottling 


table, where the bottles in cases will be 
filled. The bottle will then be sealed, 
and the milk they contain will remain 
as pure as it is possible for it to be. 
Until time for its delivery, the bottled 
milk will be kept in the c'ooling room. 
It is the plan of the managers to have 
the delivery of the milk made in> the 
morning before 10 o'clock, instead of 
keeping some housekeepers waiting till 
much later. 


When the wagons return after the de- 


livery, what milk Is left- will be put 
through a separator, and made into 
butter. 


The bottles as they are returned will 


be washed in machines similar to the 
one described for washing the eante, and 
after each bottle is steamed, it will be 
placed in its case, not to be touched, 
except for sealing, until it is at the 
house 'of the customer. 


HAND TO HAND WITH BOXERS 


Local Boy in Cavalry Writes of Charge 


at lien Tsin 


M. J. Nich'ols of Blackinlton street has 


received a letter from John Bisio, -who 
is a member of Troop A, Sixth XI. S. 
cavalry, which took part in the fight- 
ing1 with the hoxers at Tien Tsm. The 
letter tells much of the personal side 'of 
the fighting, and gives one instance of 
especial interest, from which the fol- 
lowing- is a passage: 


"We left w^e city the morning of Au- 


gust 15, about 3.30 o'clock. We had ntot 
gone more than 15 miles when, as we 
were going through a corn field, they 
opened fire on us, and then the fun be- 
gan. For three hours the firing wag 
very rapid fr*m both sides, the boxers 
retreating and we in pursuit. All of 
a sudden) we saw their flags begin to 
disappear, and then it was that we 
made the gallant charge, and went 
through them like a hurricane, killing 
about 300, and capturing about 65. Sev- 
eral escaped. 


Our loss was Sve men wounded and 


four horses killed. Out of the five 
wounded only 'one was hurt seriously, 
perhaps fatally. I had several niarrow 
escapes while in the charge, one in par- 
ticular; as I was going through a 
bunch of about eight or ten boxers one- 
of them, seing I was getting too close 
for comfort threw his sword and nearly 
caught me on the head, but I soon let 
him know what I was there for. Then 
I dismounted and got the sword, and I 
have it yet. I am going to keep it as a 
relic. 


Tou know I used to say that I would 


like to get into a scrap, but I tea you 
it is not so funny as I thought it was."
